Everything must have a history (.see Welling on the History of 
History). Indeed, it has been largely due to tiiis authoritative dictum, 
along with the full appreciation of the great demand for information 
in this special line of inquiry — i. e., as to wliat students do in tlie Senior 
Class at College — that we have been induced to jn’csent to the public 
tliis short .sketch of tlie history of our notable class.

“ The class beiiift' called to order, the President stated tliat the object 
of the meeting was to select a motto, and invited suggestions. Mr. Ormes 
proposed ^Id ^l,s/r«.” Mr. Lawrence wished to know wdiat it meant. 
Mr. Ormes stated that he was doubtful ; he had made the suggestion l>e- 
causo ho believed tlie motto had been adojited by a class in some Eastei ji 
college, and he thought it referred to astronomy. It w'as agreed that, as 
asti'ouoiuy is not in the course for the Sophomore year, the quotation wais 
inappropriate. Mr. Tlioinpson tlieu suggested “ Tenco d Teueor,^^ and of his 
ow'ii accord exfdained that it signified “I hold and am held.” Mr. Hull 
.said he could sec no sense in such a motto. What did it refer to ? 
AVhat did Mr. Thoin{>son thiidv the Class of '94 held ? If so, wliy di<l we 
hold it? Mr. Hull thought that Flunco d LYtmeor,” "I Hunk and am 
flunked,” wmuld be more sugge.stivo. The President remarked that he 
believed “ Ich Dim'^ was the motto of the Prince of AVales, Imt as no one 
present could give tlie translation it w'as not discussed. Otlier sugges- 
tions were received, but went over wdthout action on adjournment. 

“The vote having been taken on the nominations for Editor of the 
Columbia!), Mr. Hull’s vote was objected to on the ground that the gentle- 
man had voted for the same purpose in the Class of '05. Mr. Hull said he 
'would not deny the charge, l)ut thought that if lie was wdlling to grant the 
benefits of bis presence to two classes, it was certainly no ground I'or com- 
plaint.

Tlie Committee will add that at this date no acknowledgment of the gift has reached us;

l)r. Adoniram Judson IlLintinj;rton, the professor of fireek in this 
University, was horn in Braintree, Vermont, a town wliere his father, a 
native of Gonnecticnt, was nearly tliirty years a clergyman. When Dr. 
ITuntington readied the age when one begins to make a selection of 
college, it was decided that he should go to Now York, esi>ecially since 
he had there some near relatives. Accordingly, in 1838, ho entered 
Columbia College and during his freshman 3 ^ear gained llie second 
place in his class, tlie Hon. Abram S. Tfewitt, so distinguished in Coii- 
grc.ss, having obtained the highest honor. However, Dr. Huntington 
left Columbia College at tlie end of liis first year and spent his Soplio- 
more and part of his Junior \^ear in Brown University. While thei-e he 
became a mcmlier of tlie Greek letter fraternit\g Psi U[)siIon, hut in the 
latter ]mrt of his Junior course, liis health having failed, lie gave up 
collegiate work for a time and went as a toaeher to iNriddlesex Co., Va., 
where he first met Miss Itettie Christian, whom he married June G, 1844. 

During the many 3 - ears that Mrs. Huntington spent as an invalid, 
she was cherished witli a tender devotion, worthy of tier loving and 
lovable nature, wiiieh renders her sick-room so bright and clieerfiil. In 
the summer of 1880, in Charleston, West Yi\., Mrs. Huntington died, 
leaving an only child, .a daugliter, who is married to tlie Hon. W. L. 
Wilson, and is the mother of four sons am! two <laugliters. 

When Dr. Huntington left Brown Universitv to recover his health 

fc.' 

in the sunnier atmosphere of Virginia, it was with tlie intention of 
returning to eotnpletc his course there, hut finding tlio sontliorn climah' 
so much belter suited to Ids still delicate constitution, he ooiicludod to 
take his degree from the Columbian UniversiW, among whoso alumni 
he lias an lionore<l place. 

Immcdiatel}’ following his graduation in 1843, he accepted a position 
of assistant lu'ofe.ssor in the College, and three years later was elected to 
the Chair of Greek and Batin, Itoili of wliicli he has taught with equal 
ability, though his preference has always been for tin; Greek language, 
to which he has devoted Ins best talents and energv. 

A few vears ago Dr. A. P. Montague, for some va'ar.s before a.ssi slant 



])i’ofessor in Latin, liaving been elected professor, relieved Dr. Huntington 
(tf liis duties in tliis department, thus enabling him to give his time 
more exelnsivi'ly to the study of his choic'e. 

I^h’oni the time of his appointment in 184h until the pn'scnt, Dr. 
Huntington has Ix'en actively engaged in the study and ti^nching of 
< Ireek, vvitli the exeejition often 3'eitrs. Those lie spent at ilifl’erent 
intervals in the Baptist ministry, to wiiich he had lieen ordained in 1848. 

From 1800 to 180.5 he was located as pastor of a cluirch in Augusta, 
Georgia. His heal tli, however, never robust, could not .sUind the fatigues 
of this calling and repeate<lly he was forced to abandon woi'k in t.liistiidd. 

In the yea i-s’07-’08, sixteen months were passed in traveling through 
Europe wliero Di', Huntington made stays in Heidelherg and Greece. 

In tln^ latter place he made a caret'nl sludv of modern Greek, as bir 
as the limited time allowed, chieHv with a vi<*w In a deo[>ei' comprehen- 
sion of the ancient language, besides being interested in tlie great diil'er- 
einx's between the two. 

While abroad the degrta* of l.toetor of Divinity was coid'erred upon 
liim liv Brnwn Universitv. 

It is rather dillienlL in so short a si)a{*o to do jnstico to the life of 
one who deservi'S so inneh more than this passing mention. 

To his colleagues and students, as well as to those who are favoi'cd 
with his friendshij), there is no need to speak of his nolde clmracter; it is 
not necessary to say that no one ever heard him s|>eak an unkind word, 
however gi’eat the [>rovoeation ; needless to remind that lie is ever kind, 
S3'tn[ialhetie, alway^s rt'ady to assist, and never failing in generosity and 
Jbig’i vimess ; that in shoil. he po.ssesses all Ihe eharaetcristics wliieli mark 
a (rue and eonseientions Christian. 

h'or tin' intellectual siile of his nature we may say that Ids modesty 
alom; lias kc|it onr professor from appearing before the world as the 
authoritv on Greek he so deserves to be considered. 

In thinking of him, honored and respected l>y liis colleagues and 
his .students and beloved liy all who know or have ever known him, no 
w<u‘ds come more aptly to onr minds than the concise Init comprehensive 
phrase in his favorite language —
